Text, “Keep thyself pure,” 1 Timothy 
$322. 

“Pure” means “real, unadulterated.” — 
Webster. 

When man was created, he was made 
in the likeness of God and placed in the 
Garden of Eden to have charge of it. 
Without doubt he was pure as the driven 
snow; fresh from the hands of God with- 
out spot, stain or blemish. With the com- 
ing of the enemy of all righteousness, we 
find that man, in weakness, fell from his 
high and kingly estate, to degradation 
and despair. His heart became contami- 
nated with sin, which sin has followed 
man to this present age. 

What a pitiful sight—man, fresh from 
the portals of glory, pure and undefiled 
as the dew of the morning, now a casta- 
way, driven from the home prepared for 
him by God.

There are some who would criticize re- 
gardless of how close to God a man 
walked, but, regardless of our outward ap- 
pearance, GOD KNOWS OUR HEART 
CONDITION, and will reward us ac- 
cordingly. There are some who like to 
be decked in the fine array that this world 
affords. There are some who prefer to 
show a good outward appearance rather 
than adorn the inner man. There are some 
who delight in making themselves con- 
spicuous in the eye of the public. There 
are some who cater to those who are fat 
in worldly goods, attempting to please 
them in every way. But God knows their 
hearts, and the Word plainly states that 
if we have respect of person we commit 
sin. You may be able to preach like the 
apostle Paul; you may be successful in 
the ministry as far as reaching lost souls 
is concerned; your record may show of 
glowing successes in all you undertake, 
but, if we have respect of person, we 
commit sin. He that has a PURE 
HEART will not allow such practices to 
overtake him. 


Paul in writing to Timothy states, 
“Now the end of the commandment is 
charity out of a pure heart.” 1 Tim. 1:5a. 
From this scripture we understand that 
there is a possibility of charity being 
shown out of an impure heart. There is 
the love of the mother for her children. 
Although this mother may have never 
experienced that wonderful work of heart 
purification by the blood of Jesus, never- 
theless, within her heart there is that 
mother love for her young ones. There 
are no perils that she will not dare to risk 
in order to bring safety and protection 
for her own against the oncoming foe. 
A mother’s love is the greatest of all 
earthly loves, God’s gift to every mother;

their fruits cry aloud to the contrary. 
After the heart has been purified by 
the precious blood of Jesus, I am made 
to believe that there is nothing that can 
contaminate this heart except man him- 
self. We hear Paul speaking in Romans 
8:38, “For I am persuaded, that neither 
DEATH, NOR LIFE, NOR ANGELS, 
NOR PRINCIPALITIES, NOR POW- 
ERS, NOR THINGS PRESENT, NOR 
THINGS TO COME, NOR HEIGHT, 
NOR DEPTH, NOR ANY OTHER 
CREATURE, SHALL BE ABLE TO 
SEPARATE US FROM THE LOVE OF 
GOD, which is in CHRIST JESUS OUR 
LORD.” When we hear this determined 
declaration of Paul it should cause us to 
examine our hearts and see if WE are 
severing the anchor line between God and 
us. It is our duty and great responsibility 
to keep our hearts pure and unadulterated. 
A thorough search, a close examination, 
may disclose some facts of which we are 
not aware. We hear Jeremiah say, “THE 
HEART IS DECEITFUL ABOVE ALL 
THINGS,” Jer. 17:9. But when the blood 
which was shed on Calvary’s cross is once 
applied to the heart, it eradicates deceit, 
and fills the heart with PURE, UN- 
ADULTERATED LOVE. The good 
psalmist David says in Psalm 77:6, “I call 
to remembrance my song in the night: 
I commune with mine own HEART: and 
my SPIRIT made diligent search.” The 
most precious blessings I have ever re- 
ceived have been when I have hid away 
with God and communed with Him and 
my HEART. I truly believe it would do 
a world of good if we, the Christ.an 
world, would forget ourselves for a sea- 
son, hide away with God alone and com- 
mune with our /earts.

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Bible Training PROGRESS is usually observed most by

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National Repentance 


J. W. HUGHES 


Text: 2 Chron. 7:14 


This text presents us with a rudiment, 
principles which are to be observed for 
the attainment of national recovery. In 
verse 13, national judgments are de- 
scribed. To recover from these “national 
judgments,” a national repentance is re- 
quired, which is here designed. 

We are living in a world of bigotry, 
war, persecution, and bloodshed. Our own 
beloved nation is now on the very verge 
of .war. We have been informed both by 
radio and the press concerning the unrest, 
turmoil, and distress now experienced by 
the nations. The wicked are as the trou- 
bled sea casting up her mire and dirt. 
Isa. 57:20. Like a putrifying sore they are 
boiling out their own corruption. We 
have experienced dearth, pestilence, and 
catastrophe in all parts of our fair land, 
which doubtless denotes that the judg- 
ments of God are sent upon her because 
of His displeasure with the sinfulness of 
the people. Is there a solution for the 
cure of such national ills? Is it acquired 
by the appropriation of millions for pre- 
paredness and national defense? Does the 
proper solution require so great a sum of 
money? Can money bring recovery and 
prosperity to our nation, and render it 
an adequate defense in this time of peril 
when God is displeased with her sin? 


No nation can long prosper when out 
of line with God’s divine plan. No, the 
proper solution for the cure of our 
national ills, and that of the rest of the 
world, is not the appropriation of great 
sums of money for such purpose. It is a 
NATIONAL REPENTANCE. It was 
this that God called upon the people for 
in the day of Solomon. If these were the 
terms on which God determined the cure 
of a professing people’s troubles, then 
would it not render the same effect to- 
day? Oh, you will say, but we are living 
in a different time. That is true, but God 
never changes. He still requires humbling 
of ourselves, praying, seeking His face, 
and turning from our wickedness, if we 
receive the benefits of His promises. 

In the day of Jonah there was a great 
city called Nineveh, whose wickedness 
had come up before God, and He had 
planned to overthrow it, but not without 
a chance to repent. Thank God for a 
chance to repent! This chance was given 
when God sent Jonah to preach to the 
city the preaching that He bid him, and 
the whole city went on a fast and got 
down in sackcloth and ashes and repented 
of their wickedness and God spared the 
city. God has always regarded contrition, 
and by it millions have been saved from 
destruction. We believe that a more ade- 
quate national defense can be achieved by 
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the inauguration of this policy, rather 
than that acquired by all the armed 
forces of the world. 

God has spoken in thundering tones 
from above, and left on the pages of his- 
tory the record of His mighty works, 
how He defended those that were in line 
with His will. God has rolled the great 
sea back as a wall, and led His people 
across on dry ground, while the wicked 
He swept away with the mighty tide. 
God has softened the hard hearts of kings, 
changed their plans, guided their pen, 
while they signed decrees contrary to 
their natural desires. God has thrown 
kingdoms from their mighty foundations, 
wrought mighty deeds of righteousness, 
and bestowed the benefits of divine prom- 
ises upon His people. God has changed 
the destiny of peoples and nations, stayed 
the sun in its mighty course while He 
was marching forward in His plans. God 
has turned the rivers of history out of 
their courses, and swung great empires 
on their hinges. He has blotted out na- 
tions from the face of the earth, and the 
places which once knew them in their 
splendor now know them no more. God 
has raised a people from the dunghill, and 
called a people from the prison house of 
bondage and death, leading them through 
a desert wilderness, and placed them on 
hilltops among the nations, amid such 
splendor, riches, and glory that the noble 
queen of the South exclaimed, “The half 
was not told me.” Great is His mighty 
works, and His ways past finding out. 
He has exalted kings to splendor, glory, 
and power, and He has brought them 
down to humiliation, made the field their 
place of dwelling, while they ate grass as 
an ox. Having performed all these won- 
ders, is He not able to defend us as a 
nation today? Is God partial in His 
works, and does He have respect of per- 
son among those that repent? All who 
repent are equally respected by Him. The 
recovery and prosperity of our nation, 
then, is to be achieved through national 
repentance. This “national repentance” is 
required of a people whom God has speci- 
fied, the people who bear His name. “If 
my people, who are called by my name, 
will humble themselves, and pray, and 
seek my face, and turn from their wicked 
ways, then will I hear from heaven, and 
forgive their sin, and heal their land.” 


What is the sin of this people of God 
today, and the necessity of repentance? 
There are professors of Christianity 
throughout the nation, which would ren- 
der it national in scope. The sin is obvious 
everywhere. It is the sin of DIVISION. 
This sin has done more havoc to the cause 
of Chrisitianity than all the effort to 


stamp it out by a persecuting world. The 
responsibility of a judgment-cursed nation 
is blamed on this people. If Christianity 
would co-ordinate their efforts, and co- 
operate in their efforts toward the curb- 
ing of sin, it would formulate the great- 
est force in the world, and fightings and 
wars, which are a product of fleshly lust, 
would have to cease.

When humility, praying, seek- 
ing of God’s face, and turning from 
wicked ways, are the principles persistent- 
ly pursued by professing Christianity, 
ultimately differences will vanish, and all 
will culminate in the purpose for which 
Christ prayed. John 17. Let us all have 
our hearts and minds illuminated by the 
profound truth found in this text, and 
begin immediately the united action to- 
ward the attainment of the benefits there- 
in. Then it will be that “God will bless 
America, stand by her, and guide her.” 
Then it will be that we shall have for- 
giveness, and a cursed land healed, and a 
nation we love will be back to God. Then 
shall we have the light of the glorious 
gospel shining upon our pathway, bring- 
ing us “in the unity of the faith, and of 
the knowledge of the Son of God, unto 
a perfect man, unto the measure of the 
stature of the fulness of Christ.”

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FACTORS IN THE EVANGELISTIC 
TASK

“And he gave some, apostles; and 
some, prophets; and some, evangelists; 
and some, pastors and teachers,” Eph. 4: 
bt. 

You'll notice we termed our subject, 
“Factors in the Evangelistic Task.” As 
you know, in school we learned factors of 
a number are such numbers as multiplied 
together will produce that number. For 
example four times four equals sixteen. 
Thus four is the factor of sixteen, Web- 
ster says that factors are the elements, 
circumstances or influence that contrib- 
ute to produce a result. I feel that every 
individual who really knows God should 
be very much interested in the result of 
the ministry. That is, we should have a 
burning desire to see souls saved, sancti- 
fied, filled with the Holy Ghost and 
added to the Church of God, that they 
may be ready to go to that grand home- 
coming in the sky, the marriage supper 
of the Lamb. 

FIRST IS THE PERSONAL FACTOR 


Religion is personal. I believe in order 
for us to promote the evangelistic cause 
we must first have a personal experience 
with God. I have heard of preachers 
preaching the baptism of the Holy Ghost, 
speaking in tongues as the initial evidence, 
when they didn’t have the blessing them- 
selves. I’m sure that would be better than 
denying the blessing, but the Bible says 
the husbandman must first be partaker 
of the fruit. Many times we hear of 
meetings where large numbers profess 
Christianity and then in, oh, such a short 
time they are all back in their old haunts 
of sin, dancing, drinking, gambling, 
smoking, playing cards, dressing in im- 
modest, indecent apparel, going to the 
ball games and movies. I believe the reason 
we see this happen so often is because 
the minister who pointed them to God has 
failed to seek until he has had a true per- 
sonal vision of the crucified Christ and 
the plan of salvation. 

God says in Heb. 1:7 that He makes 
His ministers a flame of fire. I want you 
to know when a truly, wholly conse- 
crated minister of God, under the anoint- 
ing of the Holy Ghost, steps in the pulpit 
the fire will fly, the devil will flee, souls 
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will be saved, sanctified and filled with 
the Holy Ghost as recorded in Matt. 3. 
John the Baptist came preaching the bap- 
tism of repentance and saying there comes 
one after me that is mightier than I, 
whose shoes I am not worthy to bear: he 
shall baptize you with the Holy Ghost, 
and with FIRE. Why is it that statistics 
show that half a million people yearly are 
leaving the churches of America? If you 
can’t answer the question, I can. It’s 
because of the lack of the fire of God in 
the services. I conducted a revival at a 
certain church once where visible fire like 
lightning ran through the building. Yes, 
and what was the result? Souls began 
hunting a hiding place, the hiding place 
was the shadow of the cross. Glory to 
God! Someone says, “Preacher, what as- 
surance do you have that there is a God 
and that salvation is real?” Bless His 
name, it’s the personal experience I have 
in my soul, that living, moving Holy 
Ghost that I feel running up and down 
the avenues of my soul right now. Halle- 
lujah! “Preacher, can salvation be felt?” 
Yes, I feel it from the top of my head 
to the sole of my foot and that’s a dis- 
tance of six feet. 


SECOND IS THE HOME FACTOR 


Our juvenile problem is largely a home 
problem. You visit the boys and girls at a 
reformatory, ask them if their parents had 
family prayer and if they went to Sunday 
day school and church services regularly 
and the majority will tell you no. Many 
of the criminals of today, if they had had 
the right home training, instead of being 
miserable, wretched outcasts, looked down 
on and feared by society, they would be 
respectable citizens of the community, 
going to Sunday school and church and 
doing their part to promote God’s cause 
and to make our beautiful America a bet- 
ter place in which to live. Then on the 
other hand you watch that fine looking 
young man and woman who come down 
the aisle to the altar and weep their way 
through to God, see their faces light up 
with the glory of God, see that wonder- 
ful joy of sins forgiven come to their 
soul, ask them about their home life 
and I believe that the answer will usual- 
ly be, “Yes, dad and mother always had 
family prayer and took me to church and 
Sunday school. I'll admit that there are 


some exceptions, but my brethren, this is 
usually the case. 

King Solomon said, “Train up a child 
in the way he should go and when he is 
old he will not depart from it.” Take 
Timothy for instance, he had been taught 
the scriptures from a child, by his grand- 
mother Lois and his mother Eunice. The 
result was that he was used mightily of 
God in saving souls, establishing churches 
and promoting the cause of God in gen- 
eral. Some will say, “Well, I don’t believe 
in being so strict with my children, when 
they are so young. I don’t believe it is 
good to burden their minds so much with 
religion just yet. When they are older 
then I’ll begin being a little stricter, but 
at present I don’t see why it is any harm 
for them to go on and enjoy a few no- 
harm, worldly amusements.” No, the fact 
of the matter is you don’t believe in train- 
ing them up in the way they should go. 
It’s time and high time that people who 
profess Christianity were getting God 
back in the home. I’ve seen many sinner 
parents that the training they gave their 
children would put many of our so-called 
Holy Ghost people to shame. That may 
be a little hard, but it’s the truth and it 
might as well be me that tells you about 
it is as someone else. 

Yes, when we get the fire burning 
around the altar in the home it won’t 
take so much fanning to get a spark in 
the pulpit and around the altar in the 
church. Instead of working up a shout 
I believe in praying one down from the 
glory world. Parents, if you want your 
boys and girls saved from disgrace and 
ruin, see that they are brought up in a 
true Christlike home. The environments 
that a child is brought up in will play a 
big part in shaping his future life and 
destiny. 


THIRD IS THE MEMBERSHIP 
FACTOR 


The members of a church play a large 
part in whether the revival is a success 
or not. Many times a hidden Babylonish 
garment or golden wedge will block the 
Spirit of God. I certainly wouldn’t want 
to be in that fellow’s shoes or, in other 
words, I wouldn’t want to be in his place 
when he stands face to face with the 
great God of heaven at the blazing white-

A scieiaeed United Press dispatch 
is herewith quoted: ‘Toulouse, France, 
March 21.—In this former land of plen- 
ty MILLIONS OF FRENCH MEN, 
WOMEN AND CHILDREN WENT 
TO BED HUNGRY TONIGHT. Of- 
ficial sources assert the number “facing 
possible starvation” is approximately 
10,000,000, unless help is forthcoming 
from abroad, chiefly the United States. 
I talked to farmers, factory hands, city 
workers, housewives and school children. 
Nearly all said they are not getting 
enough to eat. On March 31 farmers 
must deliver their last sacks of wheat to 
government-controlled mills. A decree 
signed by the Chief of State provides for 
this. Failure means confiscation of the 
wheat and punishment for the owner. 
When that wheat is milled and backed, a 
mill owner told me, there will be no 
more. There are no stocks whatever of 
barley, rye, corn or oats.” The foregoing 
words, written by Ralph Heinzen, United 
Press Staff correspondent in Free France, 
paints a very gloomy picture indeed for 
those unhappy people. It is believed that 
arrangements have been completed where- 
by some small amount of American re- 
lief can reach these hungry Frenchmen. 
Not only in France but many other coun- 
tries; TWO FAMILIES OUT OF EV- 
ERY THREE, ARE RECEIVING IN- 
SUFFICIENT FOOD. Remember, 
brethren, this is one of the signs our com- 
ing King made special mention of. 

Against the preponderant desires of 
their people, the rulers of Jugoslavia 
signed, at bayonet’s point, almost, an 
agreement with Germany, Italy and Ja- 
pan. They were practically the last Bal- 
kan holdout. Rumania, Bulgaria, Latvia, 
Estonia, Lithuania and others have long 
since capitulated to the demands of Herr 
Hitler. Only Greece and Turkey remain. 
They are being bolstered by help from 
America and some from Russia. 


Your writer suggests that special watch 
be kept on two places: The Vatican, head 
of the Roman Catholics, and Red Rus- 
sia. They are supposed to be at daggers 
points, but there is very pointed evidence 
that the agents of each group are ad- 
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vancing feelers. Russia’s part in the en- 
tire war has been of such a nature as to 
keep every one guessing. The writer feels 
definitely that she will play a major part 
in the settlement of the present conflict. 
Anti-God and anti-everything decent, she 
has an enormous power within her own 
country. Communists are far more zeal- 


ous than holiness preachers. Remember 
“The King of the North.” Remember 


“Gog and Magog.” 

It hasn’t been but a short time that 
Propaganda Minister Goebbels said to 
a Nazi audience. ““The America of today 
will never be a danger to us. Nothing 
will be easier than to produce a bloody 
revolution in the United States. No other 
country has so many social and racial ten- 
sions. We shall be able to play on many 
strings across the Atlantic.” Hitler him- 
self said, in an important address to the 
German people: “I have it in my power 
to plunge the United States into chaos 
and civil war by just pressing a button 
on my desk.” In answer to those threats, 
which cannot be taken as idle talk, 
America must show a unity of spirit and 
purpose that will convince the dictators 
that democracy is a cherished thing. LET 
NO GROUP, ANYWHERE, MANI- 
FEST MORE REAL PATRIOTISM 
THAN THE PEOFLE OF THE 
CHURCH OF GOD. HARD AND 
DANGEROUS DAYS ARE AHEAD. 
“PERILOUS” IS THE WORD. 


The government in pursuing its policy 
of subordinating everything to the de- 
fense of Britain, recently ordered manu- 
facturers of certain aluminum products 
to cease their business. The aluminum was 
needed for other things. There is no criti- 
cism of that act. It is just another step 
in the series that leads to subjection of 
all human life for the good of the state. 
The American tradition says, “The state 
is the servant of the people.” The spirit 
of antichrist, moving as it does every- 
where, changes that until one man be- 
comes the state and the “people become 
the servant of the state.” I quote from a 
leading editorial in a liberal news organ: 
“It probably is true that the government 
needs all the aluminum it can get in its 


aid to Britain program. But, if govern- 
ment, through its officiary, can bluntly 
tell the manufacturers of aluminum 
utensils that they are out of business, 
how far can government go with other 
businesses and other properties?

FOREVER AND EVER. 


Hon. Josiah Wedgewood, member of 
Great Britain’s Parliament, said in a 
speech: “I don’t believe it is any more 
difficult to get this union (a union of 
the British Empire and the United States 
as discussed last week) than was the 
union between England and Scotland in 
1707. If I pin my hopes to union with 
America it is because union is the strong- 
est bond, leaving no loopholes for evasion 
of duty or responsibility for sacrifice in 
the future.” UNION NOW, Inc., is 
making more headway than is realized.

We 
do not know what the people of heathen 
countries have to go through with; we 
do not know their ways of living and 
worship because we do not study them 
as they should be studied. 

I know some say, “Let’s attend to our 
own affairs, spread the gospel in our own 
land, take care of our own business and 
let them do the same.” It is true that we 
have people at home ignorant of the word 
and blessings of God, but why excuse 
ourselves on that premise when every day 
the gospel is coming from the pulpit, over 
the radio, through the papers, and from 
the street corner. On the other hand, 
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there are lands where the people have 
never heard the name of Christ. It is 
God’s plan for the gospel to be preached 
to all nations. Christ brought it from 
glory; the apostles carried it after He 
left; Paul brought it to our race, and it 
is our duty to carry it to others. Christ 
left His home in Heaven to bring: salva- 
tion to the world. Are we better than He 
to refuse to bear the good news across 
the seas to those in ignorance of it there? 

Then, if we are to carry it to other 
lands, we must know something of their 
way of life, ideas, modes of worship, etc. 
so as to know how to approach them. It 
is true that not all of us can go carry the 
news, but if we study the mission fields 
we shall see the need of sending someone 
who feels the call. 

I feel that our mission class has been a 
blessing to each member, and our dear, 
patient teacher, Mrs. Archie Swiger, de- 
serves the credit for its being such. 

Let us not neglect the study of “Mis- 
sions,” a blessing to every one who 
studies it.—G. L. Stilwell.

We all know the story of the three He- 
brew children and the outcome, but there 
is something more than being tossed in 
the fire and coming out alive. There is a 
lesson in that for you and me, a lesson 
that we need very much. When those 
three Hebrew children stood before the 
king, they stood erect, with their heads 
up. Why? Because there was no fear in 
their hearts. As they stood there and the 
old king questioned them, they said, 
“Even if you won’t deliver us from the 
fiery furnace, God will deliver us from 
you.” Even if we can’t be delivered from 
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Question: Will you please explain Luke 
6:30? “Give to every man that asketh of 
thee; and of him that taketh away thy 
goods ask them not again.”—M. A. 

Answer: This statement appears in a 
group of very strong ones made by Jesus. 
They were given primarily to teach the 
disciples the necessity of living for others 
rather than living for themselves, while 
at the same time they were not to resist 
evil in any way. Given the extreme in- 
terpretation, it would place man in a 
rather close place; but the Master cer- 
tainly meant, rather than to place such 
construction as was given by a radical 
interpretation, to build up to the Golden 
Rule which is given in the following 
verse: “And as ye would that men should 
do to you, do ye also to them likewise.” 
This injunction will certainly cover all 
of that which is enjoined upon man re- 
specting his actions toward his fellow 
man.

Answer: The Greek word for “gen- 
eration” here is “denea,” the primary def- 
inition of which is “race,” “family” or 
“stock.” To this all lexicons agree. That 
this word is used in this sense here is sure 
because none of these things took place; 
namely, the world-wide preaching of the 
kingdom; the great tribulation, the return 
of the Lord in visible glory, the regather- 
ing of the elect, etc., at the destruction of 
Jerusalem by Titus in A. D. 70.; the 
promise is, therefore, that the generation 
or family of Israel will be preserved un- 
til these things take place. To make it 
plain it would perhaps be easy to read it 
like this: “This people (or Israel) shall 
not pass from the stage of action until all 
these things be fulfilled.” God has prom- 
ised Israel a Messiah and a kingdom and 
though they were to see the dark days of 
the tribulation, His promise to come unto 
them must be fulfilled. 

Question: Please explain what is meant 
by 2 Peter 2:4? “For if God spared not 
the angels that sinned, but cast them 
down to hell, and delivered them into 
chains of darkness, to be reserved unto 
judgment.” What is meant by “the an- 
gels”?—J. E. S. 

Answer: This scripture is almost a 
parallel to Jude 6 which reads, “And the 
angels which kept not their first estate, 
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but left their own habitation, he hath re- 
served in everlasting chains under dark- 
ness unto the judgment of the great 
day.” Both of these scriptures refer to 
fallen angels or messenger spirits. There 
seems to have been a special place where 
these fallen angels are kept prisoners un- 
til the judgment of the great day, possibly 
to be given at the same time as the final 
judgment upon Satan which occurs after 
the thousand years’ millennium and pre- 
ceding the final judgment. Rev. 20:10. 
In the second chapter of the Second 
Epistle of Peter, the writer is merely us- 
ing the incident as an illustration to 
show that if God spared not the angels, 
and Noah, and Sodom and Gomorrah, 
etc., neither will He spare us if we dis- 
obey His Word. 


Question: Will you please explain Jer. 
16:4; 25:33; Hosea 4:2, 3? In what time 
and age will this take place?—S. C. E. 


Answer: In the sixteenth chapter of 
Jeremiah the sign of the unmarried proph- 
et is interpreted by the context. The 
whole social life of Judah was about to 
be disrupted and ceased from the land. I: 
might be well, however, to note the 
promises of verses 14 and 16 and Jer. 17: 
7, 8. The 25th chapter and 33d verse is a 
repetition of the judgment that is to come 
upon Israel because of her backsliding, 
because of her going away from God. 
Hosea 4 shows the continuance of Is- 
rael’s sin and following this for several 
chapters, prophecy tells of the terrible 
judgment that is to come upon Israel be- 
cause of her backsliding. This has been 
taking place through the ages and it is 
taking place now in many of the coun- 
tries of Europe where Jews are mistreat- 
ed and maltreated, are penned up in 
ghettos and many starved to death. The 
first scripture mentioned; namely, Jer. 
16:4, is literally fulfilled now in many 
places. ‘They shall die of grievous deaths; 
they shall not be lamented; neither shall 
they be buried; but they shall be as dung 
upon the face of the earth: and they shali 
be consumed by the sword, and by fam- 
ine; and their carcases shall be meat for 
the fowls of heaven, and for the beasts of 
the earth.” But let us look at another 
beautiful promise to Israel in the closing 
verses of Hosea, after the prophet had 
given almost his entire prophecy to the 
judgment of God which should come 
upon Israel. Notice in Hosea 14:4-7, “I 
will heal their backsliding, I will love 
them freely: for mine anger is turned 
away from him. I will be as the dew unto 
Israel: he shall grow as the lily, and cast 
forth his roots as Lebanon. His branches 
shall spread, and his beauty shall be as 
the olive tree, and his smell as Lebanon. 
They that dwell under his shadow shall 
return; they shall revive as the corn, and

throne judgment of God. No preacher 


can have a revival without the coopera- 
tion of the members. Sometimes there is 
Brother So and So or Sister So and So 
when every little thing doesn’t go just 
to suit them they’ll get puffed up and 
say, “I'll just stay at home.” Well, it 
would be better to stay at home than 
bring the spirit of the devil to church. 
but the thing you had better do is pray 
through to victory and be at your place 
each service, manifesting the Spirit of the 
Nazarene who was led as a lamb to the 
slaughter and opened not His mouth. 

I have noticed in my four years in the 
ministry that about one of the greatest 
drawbacks in a revival is getting the 
members to go back in the congregation 
and do personal work, invite souls to come 
to Christ. If the members had a vision of 
lost souls insomuch that as soon as the 
altar call was given they would go among 
the sinners on their own accord without 
being told by the preacher to do so, you 
would see more souls won for God. Many 
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times the evangelist will preach what we 
term a good sermon and no one will make 
a move, but you let a few personal work- 
ers get busy and you can see things begin 
to move. My brother and sister, it takes 
the very best that we can all do to put 
over the evangelistic task, multiply these 
factors together and what do we have? 
A new era of religious life, a transfusion 
of the blood of Jesus: Christ. Yea, what 
we need is the milk and meat of the 
Word, the bread and water of life, life 
and light of our Lord. Multiply them to- 
gether and look at the product. You have 
what was recorded in the long ago: “And 
the Lord added unto the church day by 
day such as were-saved.”” 

You have the same effect as was writ- 
ten more than nineteen centuries back: 
These men are turning Jerusalem upside 
down. 

You will have a congregation imbued 
with such favor and zeal as was ex- 
pressed in that distant past. They that 
were scattered abroad went everywhere 
preaching the Word. You will have an 
experience again as was once recorded, 
“So mightily grew the word of the Lord 
and prevailed.” 

My brethren, it takes the old-fashioned 
gospel preached in the old-fashioned way 
by folks old-fashioned enough to believe 
it without reservation to do the evange- 
listic task to reach the unreached and to 
save the unsaved.

We’ll teach them 
the things that we learned here. I am 
wondering what kind of a memorial we 
are going to build. May it be said of us 
that we never quit, but died trying.—
